 Wiliam, who wiſely ſteer'd the Counſels 
of both Nations, reſolved to ſend a ſtrong 
Squadron of Exgliſ and Dutch Men of 
War into the Sound. His Majeſty having 
fix'd his Eye on Sir George Rooke to com- 
mand in Chief on this occaſion; an Ob- 
jection was raiſed againſt him, upon ac- 
count of his being a Tory: But King Wil- 
liam over-ruled it, ſaying, He was a Man 
of Senſe and Reſolution, and he. thought would 
do his Buſmeſs better than any Body elſe, let 
his Principles, as to Domeſtick'\Parties be what 
they would.

notwithſtanding all theſe Provocations, his 
Majeſty would not ſuffer him to be intirely 


 cruſh'd by the Weight of the preſent Con- 


federacy againſt Sweden; it being the con- 


ſtant Intereſt of Great Britain to keep a 
Balance between the Northern Potentates. 


On the other Hand, it is not improba- 


ble, that his Majeſty. began to be jealous 


of the Deſigns and Succeſſes of the Czar of 


Muſcovy; leſt a Third Power ſhould be raiſed 
in the Baltick, which, in Time, might give 


a deadly 
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. 
a deadly Blow, to the Commerce of Great- 
Britain and Holland in that Sea. There- 
fore, it is the Opinion of many, that tho? 
his Majeſty had order'd his Admiral to 
join, with part of the Squadron under his 


Command, the Confederate Fleet in the 


Baltick, as the moſt effectual Way both to 


obtain Reparation for the Injuries and 
Loſſes ſuſtain'd by his Britiſh Subjects, and 
to break the Obſtinacy of the King of Swe- 
den, who had hitherto rejected all his Ma- 
jeſty's Offers of a Mediation; yet, all this 
while, his Majeſty's Miniſter at Copenhagen, 


endeavour d to level the Way towards an 
Accommodation; and narrowly watch'd 
the Progreſs of the intended Enterprize 
againſt Schonen, that his Majeſty might put 


a ſtop to it, when he thought fit. Politi- 


cians obſerv d, at the ſame Time, that upon 


the entire Suppreſſion of the Rebels in 
England and Scotland, the Court of France 
began to make ſome Advances towards a 


nearer Amity with Great- Britain, which, it 
ſeems, they had declined before ; and that 
his Majeſty was no ſooner Landed in Hol- 
land, than Overtures were made him of a 
Treaty for the Maintenance and Support of 
the Peace of Utrecht. They rightly judg'd, 
that both the great Succeſs of the Imperial 


Arms againſt the Turks, and the deſperate 


Condition to which the King of Sweden 
was reduc'd, chiefly by the Britiſh Squa- 
dron acting in concert with the Muſcovite 


and Daniſh Fleet; made the Court of France Ne

Nor were their Con- 
jectures Groundleſs: For it was not long af- 
ter made publick, that the Treaty above- 
mention d was in great Forwardneſs; that 
in order to remove allDifficulties that might 
obſtruct the ſame, France was willing to 
make Great-Britain entirely eaſie as to the 
Pretender, the Britiſh Rebels, and Mardyke ; 
and that in relation to the Latter, Mon- 
fieur d'Ibberville had brought with him a 
French Ingenier, (Monſieur de Moyenville) to 
ſettle with our Government what Works 
were proper to be demoliſh'd, to put that 
Canal in ſuch a Condition as to give no 
Manner of Jealouſie to the Britiſp Nation. 
Theſe Condeſcenſions were undoubtedly 
deſign'd to engage his Britannick Majeſty to 
undertake the Pacification of the North, as 
the only Means Fance had now left to fave 
their ancient Ally, the King of Sweden; 
and, (as was hinted before) it not being 
the Intereſt of Great- Britain to ſee that 
Prince entirely ruin'd, his Majeſty could 
not but be glad of an Opportunity to ſave 
him, with ſo much Glory to himſelf, and 
Advantage to all his Dominions. This

his being detained, and the Loſs of Time, 
could not be attributed but to Provi- 
dence, who commands the Winds and 

the Waves, and therefore the Blame 
thereof cannot be laid to his Daniſh Ma- 


Powerful at Sea, and his Czariſh Majeſty 
himſelf did not think it adviſeable, that 


Conjunction with the Men of War then 
at Copenhagen, ſhould go to convoy the 
Ruſſian Troops from Roſtock, before the 
above-mentioned Squadron under Vice- 
Admiral Gabel (whoſe ſpeedy Return no 
body wiſhed more heartily for, than his 
Daniſh Majeſty) was arrived. This hap- 
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pening at laſt in the Month of Ar uſt, 
the Confederate Fleet put to Sea, and the 
Tranſporting of the ſaid Troops hither 
to Zeeland was put in Execution, tho' 
with a great deal of Trouble and Dan- 
ger; but it took up ſo much Time, that 
the Deſcent could not be ready till Sep- 
tember following. Now, when all theſe 
Preparations, as well for the Deſcent, as 
the Embarquing, of the Armies, were 
entirely ready, his Daniſh Majefty aſſu- 
red himſelf, that the Beben ſhould be 


made within a few Days, at fartheſt by 
* the 21ſt of September. The Ruſſian Ge- 


nerals and Miniſters firſt raiſed ſome 
Difficulties to thoſe of Denmark; and af- 
terwards, on the 17th of Se tember, de- 
clared in an appointed Conference, that 
his Czariſþ Majeſty, conſiderin ng the pre- 
Opinion,
